V.  C.  Kays,  Past 
President,  Dies 


Victor  C  Kays,  president  of  Arkansas  State 
from  1910  until  his  retirement  in  1947,  died 
in  January  of  this  year.  Arkansas  State  was 
nothing  more  than  an  idea  when  Mr.  Kays 
took  office.  He  started  classes  in  rented  space 
on  the  second  floor  of  an  office  building.  Soon 
afterward  he  launched  a  building  program  on 
a  red  clay  hill  east  of  Jonesboro.  In  the  early 
years  Mr.  Kays  taught,  handled  administration 
and  even  laid  bricks  for  new  buildings.  Under 
his  guidance  the  school  grew  and  prospered. 


ATHLETICS  were  a  prime  interest  of  Mr.  Kays,  and  A-State's 
football  stadium  is  justly  named  for  him. 


NEW  GIRLS  DORM,  costing  about  $3  million, 
to  be  completed  for  use  next  fall,  will  be 
named  in  honor  of  the  late  Mr.  Kays.

THE  CARL  R.  RENG  CENTER,  constructed  ot  no  cost  to  the  Arkansas  taxpayer,  contains  cafeteria, 

bookstore,  recreational  facilities,  offices  and  other  features,  the  proceeds  of  which  will  help  pay  for  the  structure. 


Construction  and  renovation — two  com- 
mon terms  at  Arkansas  State.  Since 
1955  a  military  science  building,  li- 
brary, student  union  building,  post  of- 
fice, two  men's  dormitories,  a  women's 
dormitory,  two  denominational  student 
unions  and  a  field  house  have  been 
constructed  on  the  campus.  During  the 
same  period,  the  present  administra- 
tion building,  education  building, 
journalism  building  and  printing  plant 
have  been  renovated.  Under  construc- 
tion are  a  $700,000  administration 
building,  $2V4  million  women's  dorm- 
itory, a  $3%  million  men's  dormitory 
and  a  $  1  million  fine  arts  building. 
On  the  drawing  boards  are  plans  for 
constructing  a  $2V4  million  science 
building  and  a  $1V2  million  multi- 
story cafeteria  complex. 


New  Buildings:  Stark,  Bold 
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Stone  and  steel,  brick  and  mortar 
— cold,  defiant,  unyielding — tem- 
pered by  the  pulsebeat  of  an  insti- 
tution. A  student  pauses  to  watch 
massive,  raw  walls  rise  out  of  a 
quagmire  of  mud  and  construc- 
tion.

The  haiftime  was  nearing  and  the  Indians  were 
trailing  on  the  scoreboard.  Charles  Rasberry's 
voice  was  slightly  melancholy  as  he  described 
the  game  into  the  KASU  microphone.  When 
the  second  half  brought  an  A-State  scoring 
streak,  however,  Rasberry's  tones  became  ex- 
cited while  he  announced  the  play-by-play 
above  the  roar  of  the  fans.  He  signed  off  the 
broadcast  with:  "This  is  the  Indian  sports  net- 
work." Live  coverage  of  athletic  events  is  only 
one  of  many  services  provided  by  KASU-FM, 
Arkansas  State's  student-operated  radio  sta- 
tion.

A  newcomer  and  a  soph  sparked  the  Tribe  in 
its  come-f rom-behind  win  over  Tennessee  Tech 
in  the  season  opener  at  Cookeville,  Tenn  Tim 
Keane  and  Terry  Gwin,  a  junior  college  trans- 
fer, made  everyone  forget  that  there  was  a 
problem  at  the  vital  quarterbacking  position.

The  Indians  lost  all  hope  of  gaining  any  part 
of  the  Southland  Conference  title  and  com- 
pletely gave  up  any  hope  of  being  asked  to 
the  Pecan  Bowl  when  they  suffered  a  demor- 
alizing defeat  at  the  hands  of  the  Arlington 
State  Rebels,  27-12.  A-State's  loss  to  Arling- 
ton dropped  their  conference  record  to  1-2  and 
the  season  record  to  6-2.  The  Indians  fell  be- 
fore the  onslaught  of  such  men  as  halfback 
Keith  Lust,  who  scored  three  touchdowns  for 
the  Rebels  and  gave  them  their  first  win  in 
the  history  of  the  two-year-old  Southland  Con- 
ference. Steve  Gankiewicz  scored  both  Indian 
TDs  and  set  up  the  last  tally  with  a  76-yard 
kickoff  return  to  the  12-yard  line  of  Arlington. 
The  Rebels  came  into  the  contest  billed  as  a 
passing  team  and  they  did  just  that.  Rookie 
quarterback  Mike  Baylor  hit  on  12  of  27  passes 
for  152  yards  through  the  air.  State  could 
never  seem  to  get  its  offense  going.  Time  after 
time  the  Indians  picked  up  a  damaging  penalty 
that  either  stopped  the  offense  or  put  them  in 
a  hole  so  that  Pete  Garris  had  to  punt.  Garris 
kicked  nine  times,  and  the  Indians  drew  151 
yards  in  penalties.

After  a  heartbreaking  loss  to  Southwest 
Missouri,  the  Indians  snapped  back  to  defeat 
Jackson  State  84-77  and  take  third  place  in 
the  NCAA  Southwest  Reg.onal  playoffs.  Abi- 
lene Christian  won  the  title  by  defeating  South- 
west Missouri  63-58.  A-State's  John  Dickson 
was  named  the  tourney's  most  valuable  player 
as  he  poured  in  51  points  ond  grabbed  30 
rebounds  in  the  two  tournament  games.  In  the 
loss  to  SW  Missouri,  the  Indians  held  a  71-68 
lead  before  the  Bears  turned  two  stolen  passes 
into  iast-second  baskets  to  gain  the  finals. 
Dickson,  who  reeled  off  three  straight  baskets 
near  the  finish  to  put  the  Tribe  ahead,  wound 
up  with  22  points.

Excluding  the  Holiday  Tournament,  the  Indians 
won  three  games  and  dropped  two  between 
Dec.  15  and  Jan.  10.  A-State  split  a  double- 
header  with  Southeastern  Oklahoma  State,  win- 
ning the  first  62-48.  But  the  Redmen  slipped 
and  received  their  first  loss  of  the  season  the 
next  night  48-44.  John  Dickson  was  the  out- 
standing player  in  the  next  regular  game,  scor- 
ing 37  points  to  pace  the  Indians  over  Cen- 
tenary College  93-75.  The  next  two  games  were 
on  the  road.  A-State  lost  the  first  by  the  nar- 
row margin  of  one  point,  58-57,  to  the  Abilene 
Christian  Wildcats  in  their  first  Southland 
Conference  counter.

Arkansas  State  split  the  final  four  games  of 
regular  season,  whipping  Trinity  and  Arlington, 
while  losing  to  St.  Louis  University  of  the  Mis- 
souri Valley  Conference  and  Lamar  Tech. 
Dickson  established  a  new  school  rebounding 
record  when  he  claimed  23  loose  balls  off  the 
boards  in  an  easy  74-62  nod  over  Trinity.  Renn 
was  outstanding  on  defense,  checking  the 
Tigers'  high-scoring  Jeffries  without  a  field 
goal.
